Wasnincton, January 13.—[Special.]—The 
galleries of the senate were packed this morn- 
ing, in anticipation of the further discussion of 
Hewley’s resolution in reference to the Sher- 
man-Davis controversy. The diplomatic 
gallery, which is rerely occupied, contained a 
liberal sprinkling of foreigners. Mr. Ingalls 
was expected to reply to Mr. Vest’s parting 
shot yesterday, which struck him ia a tender 


spot, but he sat reading a newspaper during 
the entire time the resolution was being con- 


sidered. Mr. Vance, who usually speaks in 
the easiest off hand style, read his remarks 
with slow distinctness, and with remarkable 
emphasis. When he was severest on General 
Sherman, John Sherman betrayed signs of 
nneasiness. He drew several papers from his 
pocket, and was generally expected to spring 
to his feet. As Vance concluded his mer- 
ciless exposure of his brother’s reck- 
less misstatement, he turned with a look 
ot relief to Mr. Hawley when that 
senator rose to explain why he had offered 
the resolution. Senator Brown spoke with his 
ysual calmness, as he said, merely because 
General Sherman had neglected to” tell the 
whole truth regarding the condition of affairs

SENATOR VANCE, AMONG OTHERS, DEFENDS THE 
EX-PRESIDENT. 

Wassincton, January 13.—The senate ata 

Jew minutes before 1 o’clock, upon motion of 


Mr. Hawley, took up the Sherman-Davis res- 
olution, and Scnator Vance began a speech 
uponit. Mr. Vance said that the senate would 
probably pass this resolution, and place on its 


record an unoillicial paper by General William 
Z7.Sherman, which makes certain statements 
about many persons. It was proper 
tha all the persons aifected 
by these statements should be 
heard in the same form. As one of those in- 
terested, Mr. Vance would take occasion to 


reply to certain things contained in Sherman’s 
ublished statement to the war department. 
t was understood, he said, and not denied, 
that in the speech made not long since in St. 


Louis, General Sherman had said he had 
>Been a letter written by Jefferson 
Davis to the governor of a southern 


State during the war, now a senator of the 
United States, in which Davis threatened the 
coercion of any state that shouli undertake 
to secede from the confederacy. As there was 
at least three such senators on the floor, 
himself ( Vance), being one,he had immediately, 
through the Washington Post, denied that any 
much letter had been written to him 
(Yance). The newspapers soon afterward 
stated that General Sherman had been inter- 
Viewed, and had statéd that Vance was not 
the person alluded to as the governor to whom 
the letter had been addressed. ile (Vance) 
thought that this denial, all through the ends 
of the line, would conclude the matter, but 
i seemed he was mistaken. Mr. Vauce 
uoted from the published edition of the 
ccument filed by General Sherman the fol- 
lowing statement:

Sherman did not find in the 


the simple resson that there was no such letter 
there, and no such copy-books when Vance 
occupied the house. 

Fourth, he averred most positively, on the 
honor of a gentleman, and an American sena- 
tor, thatno letter containing such threats was 
ever received by him from Jefferson Davis. All 
the letters from Davis tohim (Vance) of any 
nature were to be found copied in the letter 
books of the executive department of North 
Carolina, which books were now in the war 
department. The reasons given by General 
Sherman to corroborate his statement were 
‘such, Mr. Vance thought, as would scarcely 
commend themselves to a-¥espectable lawyer. 
General Sherman said he had paid little atten- 
tion to the letter at the time, and did not say 
that he ever saw it afterward. General Sher- 
man hed said further that Davis, being then 
himself a fugitive, his opinions were of little 
importance, Mr. Vance supposed it was, per- 
haps, the little attention given to the opinions 
of an unimpertant man that enabled General 


Sherman to remember 80 well 
the contents of a letter after 
a lapse of nearly twenty years. The sugges- 


tion as to the probable fate of that mysterious 
letter, that it was burned in the Chicago fire, 
was merely sn apology for the non-produc- 
tion and contradicted the idea of its import- 
ance, for if it had been such as General Sher- 
man said it was, it would have found its way 
into the public files, but there was another 
matter averred by General Sherman that more 
nearly concerned Mr. Vance, and to which he 
would ask the attention of the senate. Mr. 
Vance said: 

It may be sir,fthat the northern gentlemen, 
who were on ihe victorious side during the civil 
war, Can't properly appreciate the feelings and 
sentiments of those who were onthe sideof mis- 
ijoltuneand defeat. They seem to regard it as 
quite a sin and show that we do not readily join 
in the denunciations that are heaped upon him 
Who was the leader in the war, and hasten to 
condemn him on all occasions as the surest way 
of excusing our conduct, and commending. our- 
selves to the good opinions of our late opponents. 
Surelyno man of even the slightest sense of 
honor in his composition, could respect any 
southern man who would debase 
himself. Surely the most flagrant 
and rampant trafficker in the issues of secttonal 
hatred would respect the more an adversary who 
came to him walking upright on his feet, than one 
Crawling upon his back. If not, if a different 
sentiment is io prevail, what must we think of 
the manhooée of the men who should entertain it? 
Now, sirs, be itknown to you that those of us 
who pledged our faith to each other for the estab- 
lishment of tie confederacy gave up all for which 
we contended when it failed, retaining to our- 
selves only one solitary satisfying reflection, and 
thatis thatwe bad at least served our country 
faithfully, honestly and deyotedly as we under- 
stood it. 

Mr. Vance continued that it was well known 
that he had been drawn into secession un- 
willingly, and that he had opposed some 
details of Davis’s administration, but he hoped 
it was equally well known that after his own 
honor and the honor of his native state were 
engaged, there was nof an hour during the un- 
happy time in which he did not give every 
energy of his mind and soul to the 
success of the cause to which he had pledged 
his allegiance. General Sherman, Mr. Vance 
said,’ thought, perhaps, he was doing 
him (Vance) a_ kindness, and that he 
was commending him to the people by holding 
out the idea that he( Vanee), while governor, 
wes disaffected toward that cause, and was 
anxious to separate from the confederacy, but 
was restrained by fear. Mr. Vance wanted no 
man’s good willthat was based onthe sup- 
posed virtues of treason to his country and the 
desertion of his associates. The good willofa 
man who would respect those traits was not 
worth the picking uptrom the dustin the 
common highway. General Sherman had said 
thatthe commissioners sent by Governor Vance 
(ex-Governors Graham and Swain and Surgeon 
Generai Warren) told him that Governor 
Vance wanted to make separate terms for 
North Carolina, but was afraid of Jefferson 
Davis. Vance did not believe they said so. 
It could not be true, They were men emi- 
nent for exalted characteristics. Two of them 
were dead. Thethird was now an eminent 
hhysician of Paris, and no statement from him 
bad been produced. They would never have 
told Genera! Sherman, or any other living 
man, the reverse of what they knew to be the 


truth, and they knew that Vance 
was noi afraid of Jefferson 
Davis. Reierring to the sending of the com- 


missionegs to General Sherman, Mr. Vance 
said it wes ‘rue he sentthem under a flag ot 
truce to §ask protection, not for separate 
terms for his state. At the time he didit the 
war was Virtually ended. Mr, Davis and his 
official household were fugitives. Richmond 
had fallen. Lee had surrendered, and Gener- 
al Johnston was about to march westward, 
noone knew whither, and uncover the capita! 
ofthe state. With his (General Johnston’s) 
consent and approbation the embassy had been 
sent. Before its return Raleigh was uncovered 
and Vance left it to join Davis at Charlotte, 
where the surrender of General* Johnston was 
authorized andtheendcame. Then and there 
Mr. Vance took leave of Mr. Davis and the 
confederacy and went back to his people. 
Mr. Vance wharacterized as absurd General 
Sherman’s suggestion, that he, (Vance,) had 
been afraid to await the return of the com- 
missioners. The reason why he did not wait, 
was that he had been informed that his com- 
missioners had been captured by Kilpatrick’s 
cavalry, promptly robbed of their personal ef- 
fects, and taken before General Sher- 
man “gs prisoners. As they 
had not returned at midnight of the day they 
were sent, Le concluded that the information 
was correct, and left with the retreating 
troops. kn concluding, Mr. Vance said: 
‘How well and how faithfully I served the lost 
cause the country knows. My own people, sir, 
sbout whose opinion Jam most concerned, will 
wonder that anybody can be found to question 
it.’ 


MR. HAWLEY RISES UP. 


Mr. Hawtey said the resolution had been 
cifered by him in order to get, in an accessi- 
ble form, information of historic interest and 
value. The debate on it he had not sought, 
por was he disposed to prolong it. H6 said 
Mr. Vance much misunderstood the people of 
the north if he thought they expected the 
men who risked everything in the war and 
lost in it, to now turn and rend one another. 
The northern people expected’ the 
ordinary elements of manh in south- 
ern men, and expected that they would 
stand by one another. On the other hand, 
those who had won in the fight must be ex- 
pected to assert and stand by precisely what 
they did, and the principles on which their 
action had been based, They had declared 
that secession was not a known theory of our 
government; that the alleged causes of slavery 
were not real but imaginary; that slavery did 
not deserve the support of a democratic or 
Christian people; and that the union could 
not be disselved by the willof any state. He 
(Hawley) had no disposition, nor was there 
any disposition among the northern people, to 
exult over those who had lost, but whenever 
the question arose m any form, he 
must stand by those _—, and reaffirm 
their justice, as-he had s by them in the 
heat of war. We should judge men by the 
light they had, but we had to judge measures 
by the light we ourselves had. Our judgment 
of the secession measures was absolute, final, 
severe, crushing, and thatjudgment had been 
rendered iu the highest court to which man- 
kind could appeal. Those who had difference 
with us on the war issues had declared that a 
state had the right,to secede from the union, 
and asserted certain rights of sovereign and 
independent states, which we had felt it our 
duty to deny. The proposition in- 
volved in the matter now under discussion 
showed the inherent weakness of those claims, 
it showed that those who asserted

een ailected in North Carolina, had it not 


been for the support of union men, among 


whom had been the distinguished senator 
from North’ Carolina (Vance), but 
that gentleman knew that in 
the judgment of those union men 


and of others who were not union men, Mr. 
Davis did go beyond his rightful power as 
president of the confederacy, under the con- 
federate constitution ; that he did abandon the 
theories that he and they had considered 
proper for a free government, and that they 
rebuked him. The governor of one of the 
confederate states, Georgia, had even abso- 
lutely refused to obey the demand or order of 
Mr, Davis, that the state troops should be 
turned over to the confederate authorities. 
Mr. Hawley read extracts from the letters of 
Governor Vance to Jefferson Davis, express- 
ing regret at the threatened suspension of the 
writ of habeas corpus, and stating that if the 
people should judge such measure un- 
conetitutional they would resist it. Mr. 
Hawley chsracterized it as a manly letter, but 
by it he said the state of North Carolina re- 
served to itself the right to judge of the con- 
stitutionalitywf the measures which the con- 
federate authorities thought essential to the 
safety ot the confederacy. He also read from 
Davis’s reply, which gaid that should the 
measure referred to be happily necessary, 
he (Davis) would be derelict in his, duty did 
he decline to use it for public safety. Thus 
were the theories of the secessionists failing 
them in their hour of need. Mr. Hawley 
could quote from other sources if it were rele- 
vant or necessary to sustain this point. He 
could quote from the governor of Georgia, 
Senator Brown, who had uttered words of 
dist net and open defiance to the confederate 
authorities. Notwithstanding that secession 
was based on the alleged tendency of the 
United States government to interfere with 
slavery, yet, toward the close of the. war, 
Mr. Hawiey said, the confederacy sent a mes- 
sege to the British government, offering to 
abandon and wholly abolish ‘slavery, if, by 
that means, it could get the support of Eng- 
land. There was no question of the truth. of 
that statement. The proposition, however, 
was declined. 
MR. BROWN REPLIES. 

Mr. Brown, replying to so much of Mr. 
Hawley’s remarks as referred to himself, said 
he did not wish to re-open the correspondence 
he had had with the confederate authorities. 
The record was made up, it had passed into 
history, and he was willing to stand by his 
partofit. He felt, however, that the re- 
marks of Mr. Hawley, if not 
explained, might leave a  wiong 
construction to be put on his (Mr. Brown’s) 
conduct. He(the speaker) had never diso- 
beyed any legal order that the president of 
the confederacy had the right to make, if he 
bad any right to order a governor of a state. 
In the case referred to the facts are these: 
The confederate states statutes prescribed who 
should be subject to confederate military duty, 
and who might be called into the field 
by the president ofthe confederacy. There 
had been a wide difference of opinion between 
Mr. Davis and Mr. Brown on the constitution- 
ality of the conscript act. Still, Mr. Brown, 
as governor, put no obstacle in the way of its 
execution, nor did he do anything that could 
in any way cripple the military operations of 
the confederacy, and the citizens of Georgia 


had been ordered into service under the 
conscription act as in the case 
of other states. When Genera! 


Sherman invaded Georgia, Mr. Brown called 
into the field the old men and boys who were 
not subject to military duty under the confed- 
erate statutes. ‘They were men over 55 years 
of age and boys underl7. With these were 
also placed the county officers, such as sheriff, 
etc. These were formed into companies, and 
General Hood, who saw them under fire, said 
they constituted the most gallant and reliable 
body of soldiery. 

While they were in the trenches, defending 
Atlanta, the confederate secretary of war made 
a requisition on him (Mr. Brown) to turn them 
over to the confederate government. By some 
mistake Mr. Davis had not informed himself 
of the status of those troops. ‘The order would 
have divided them up and sent some ef them 


out cf the state, instead of permittiog 
them to defend their principal 
city. Mr. Brown had no idea that this was 


Mr. Davis’s intenticn, and he refused to turn 
them over, because the secretary of war had 
noright to order into service any class of 
troops that the laws of the confederacy did not 
make subject toservice. These troops were 
later furlough to enable them to go home 


and gather their crops, afterward came 
back, and after ee and Johnston 
had surrendered, they surrendered. Mr. 


Brown made this statement to show that there 
bad been a mistake made by the confederate 
authorities with regard to the call for troops. 
The difference he had had with Mr. Davis he 
bad discussed with him freely, frankly and in- 
dependently, but had never thrown 
any obstacle in the way of 
the military Mo mga of the confederacy. 
Mr. Brown read from some of his messages to 
the Georgia legislature to show that he had ex- 
pressed at all times the willingness of Georgia 
to de her part toward the contederate govern- 
ment, while still holding that the constitu- 
tional rights and liberties of her people should 
be preserved. Mr. Brown said that the state- 
ment in General Sherman,s letter, as pub- 
lished, would seem to imply _ that 
he (Mr. Brown) and Alexander H. Stephens, 
at one time before the close of the war, wished 
to have a personal conference witn General 
Sherman. He did not think that Genera! 
Sherman meant todo him (Mr. Brown) any 
injustice. Mr. Brown had entertained no idea 
of a personal conterence, and neither, he was 
sure, did Mr. Stephens. They would 
have been glad to see negotiations 
opengd between the confederate government 
and the United States government, but 
neither Mr. Brown nor Mr. Stephens was an 
authorized agent of the confederacy to treat 
for peace, nor had they indicated a desire to 
doso. Mr. William King had come Mil- 
ledgeville, Georgia, saying to Governor 
Brown that General Sherman had sent nim to 
invite the governor to visit General Sherman’s 
headquarters, with the assurance of 
safe conduct, with a view ._—ito 
conferring as tothe terms of peace so far as 
Georgia was concerned. Mr. Brown had re- 
plied that he had no power to treat for such 
terms of peace, that he claimed no such right 
for Georgia, and that going to General Sher- 
man’s headquarters would be useless. Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Brown said he had not been 
an original union man. He had 
been a secessionist. He was aware that there 
were but a few of the original panel now liv- 
ing, (Jaughter). Georgia had gone into the 
confederacy with his consent. He had said to 
General Sherman’s messenger: “Say to Gen- 
eral Sherman that Georgia has enterered into 
the confederacy with her southern sisters, for 
the maintenance of the same sovereignty, for 
each “ the tbe jad which she 
claims for herself. Her _ public 
faith thus plighted, shall never be violated by 
me. Come wealor come woe, the state of 
Georgia shall never, by my consent, withdraw 
from the confederation in dishonor, and she 
will never make separate terms with the en- 
emy, which may free her territory from inva- 
cron and leave her confederates in the lurch. 
MR. HAWLEY COMES BACK. 

Mr. Hawley read further trom Mr. Brown's 
messages and corres ndence with Jefferson 
Davis, to emphasize the point that the con fed- 
eracy, or those engaged in it, had been obliged 
to abandon some of the fundamental princi- 
ples on which they had started out. 

Mr. Brown said that while he would not say 
the reading was garbled, yet it consisted of 
selected extracts, and at the most only showed 
that the governor of Georgia and the president 
of the confederacy differed. He (Mr. Brown)

PUBLIC BUILDING FRAUDS. 


Schemes to Extract Money—The Memory of 
Ex-Speaker Colfax. 

Wasarnetoy, January 13.—In the house Mr. 
Stockslager, of Indiana, rising toa question of 
personal privilege, sent to the clerk’s desk 
and had read an article in yesterday’s New 
York Sun, charging the committee on public 
buildings with log-rolling to pass bills for the 
erection of public buildings, involving $15,000,- 
000, and giving Mr. Randall great credit for 
fighting and exposing the job. The statements 
in the article, said Mr. Stock- 
slager, were reckless, but considering 
that statements almost as reckless had been 
made on the floor and in interviews, especially 
by the gentleman from Ohio (Mr. Warner), it 
was not strange that newspaper reporters 
should repeatthem. The amount involved in 
the bill was not $15,000,000, but $6,224,000. 
The assertion that there was any combination, 
any binding together of these bills, so far as it 
relferved to him, orto his committee, was wholly 
gratuitous, entirely uncalled for and utterly 
false. Hedefended the order under which the 
public building measures were to be con- 
sidered. 

Mr. Randall, of Pennsylvania, said he had 
never known of the article in the Sun until 
it was shown to him yesterday. The material 
point in controversy between the gentleman 
from Indiana and himself was, and he pro- 
posed to take the bull by the horns, whether 
there was acombination.

Since he had presented his 
objections to the consideration of these bills, he 
had been appealed to on all sides to withdraw 
that proposition. He had stated that if the 
committee on public buildings would select 12 
or 15 meritorious bills, which should be pass- 
ed, the house could proceed understandingly. 
‘The answer was that the moment a dozen or 
fifteen bills were picked out, the gentlemen 
interested in bills not selected would oppose 
the proposition. He was willing that the 
country should judge whether there was a 
combination or not. The order for the consid- 
eration of public building bills was an extra- 
ordinary one, and if executed would consume 
three or four weeks of the time of the house. 
The matter was then dropped. 
THE DEATH OF CADET STRONG.

A Frightful Tragedy in Bast Tennessee, in Which 
Two Desperadoes Pounce Upon an Ola Man 
and After Stabbing Him to Death, Hack 
His Body to Pieces—Other Crimes. 


CHATTANOOGA, January 13.—[Special.]—One 
of the most cold blooded atrocious crimes that 
has occurred in East Tennessee for many 
years, was committed near Spring City last 
night. 

The place named is on the line of the Cin- 
cinnati-Southern railway. About ten‘o’clock 
last night anold gentleman named Evans left 
the station to gohome, directly ,up the track. 
He had proceeded but a short distance, when 
he was stopped by two men, One 
of them was Jack Thompson, 
a brother of the sheriff of the county, and the 
other was a. stranger. Both were drinking, 
and finally Thompson drew a large dirk, and 
w hile Mr. Evans had his head turned away, 
plunged it into his back. The old gentleman 
fell to the ground with a groan, whereupon the 
cowardly assassins deliberately proceeded to 
hack him to pieces. His throat was cut, and 
there were fully a dozen stabs in his breast. 
Thinking he was dead they placed his body 
on the railroad track. A section foreman 
found Evans in a dying condition about mid- 
night. He made a statement as to bow he was 


attacked and who were his assassins. He died 
this morning. Thompson and his accomplice 
have been arrested. The people are very in- 
dignant over the affair.

Underwood gave to the other party, a 
note for $75 to be paid when Lewis Cass was elect- 
ed President of the United States. This has never 
occurred and hence the note bas never been paid, 
Taylor and Cass are long since dead, and the party 
to which the note was given, but Underwood lives 
yet.

The Macon Telegraph has the following facts

houses were in its way,and the damage to the 
place wasslight. The next place was that of Mr. 
RK. D. Lester. Here the cyclone seemed to go near- 
er the ground and swept away everything in its 
track. The grove around Mr. Lester’s house is 
com ported ol large oaks. These were 
twisted and beaten about as if 
they bad been so many straws. The orchards 
which was a lerge one and filled with valuable and 
choice fruit trees, is almost destroyed. Every out: 
house on the place except one was blown away, 
hardly a vestige of them being leic. The dwelling 
house is greatly damaged. Tite roof on one side is 
aimost a Complete wreck; both chimneys were 
partly blown down. All of thecolumns under the 
front porch except two are wrenched out and this 
part of the house is demolished, The cyclone 
passed directly through the front yard, and but for 
the strong manner in which the dwelling was con- 
+tructed, it would haye sutered much more 
damage. None of the inmates of the house 
were hurt except Mr. Lester, who was stand- 
ing in front of the fire at the time. ’ He 
wus thrown with great violence against ‘ the 
mantelpiece and receiveda slight wound on his 
forehead. There is nota railleft on Mr. Lester’s 
pees and at this writing it is difficult to estimate 

iis loss. The next place visited was that of Mr. 
George Perdue. He lost two horsesand all of his 
corn and fodder was blown away. From here tbe 
storm passed over Mr. Cad Digby’s place, blowing 
off the top of his house, and went into Baldwin 
county, It struck the northeastern edge of the coun- 
ty, doirgcan a e ard devastating everythingin its 
track. The following list of casualties aad losses 
have been reported up to this hour. At the place 
of Leb Williams. colored, on the old Cobb place, 
now/Aowped by Mr. Samuel Evans, the dwelling 
bose was blown down, also the stables, cribs anc 
all outhouses, with corn, fodder, ete. Williams 
was badly hurt about the shoulders 
by falling timbers. The ginhouse of Andrew Banks 
was blown away. A couple of negro cabins on Mr. 
John Roy’s place were demolishei, Mr. Tatam 
lost his ginhouse and all of his cabins. The chim- 
ney to hisdwélling house was blown down, and 
colored woman in one of the cabius on the place 
was badly mashed by falling timbers and a negro 
man badly bruised about the head. Mr. Willie 
Hawkins had his stables blown down and lost a 
Valuable borse and had three mules badly crippled. 
He had a cyclone policy on hisstock. The path of 
the cyclone passed within a mileo town, striking 
the upper edge of Mr. L. Carriugton’s and Mr. Jake 
Gumm’s pleces, doing no damageof any conse- 
quence, however, at the two latter places.

Now, if the burglars were as quiet and as 
unobtrusive as the police seem to be, we 
should haye no complaint to make; but, asa 
matter of fact, there is a degree of ostentation 
about these house-robberies that is particu- 
larly aggravating. The burglars are not as 
modest and as retiring as our policemen, and 
the result is that they are permitted to pur- 
sue their calling with impunity. Something 
is lacking--there is inefliciency somewhere; 
but there seems to be no lack of efficiency on 
the part of the burglars. 

The city authorities must take some action 
in regard to the maiter.. The people cannot 
afford to pey for police protection when they 
do not enjoy the benefits ef it; and, as mat- 
ters stand, a citizen does not know when he 
goes to bed whether he will be robbed or not. 
He on)y Knows that if he is not robbed the 
fact is due rather to the indise¢retion of the 
burglars than to vigilanee on the part of the 
police. The situation is serious, and it de- 
mands the serious attention of the city au- 
thorities. They should speedily amend mat- 
ters. If necessary, let them offer a reward 
for the capture of the burglars and house- 
breakers; if necessary (and it does seem to 
be necessary), let them secure the services of 
men who are competent detectives. The city 
needs the services of detectives who can de- 
tect. 

Atlanta is no longer a country town, and 
our police departmgnt cannot afford toignore 
the benefits that Yesult from organization 
and discipline. Itis the duty of those who 
have themeace and good order of the city in 
their keepin, to fortify themselves against all 
sorts of criminals. The citizens pay for pro- 
tection and they are entitled to protection 
even at the expense of a little extra incon- 
yenience to the city authorities.

THE STORM’'S WORK. , 


The Disasters Keported From the Interior 
of Alabama. ~ — 

CoLLinsviLLe, Ala., January 13.—Further 
details of the terrible cyclone im Alabama 
Sunday night have been received. The resi- 
dence ot Noble Galbreath, about four miles 
west, together with all his farm houses, located 
at the base of Sand mountain, was completely 
demolished. His youngest chiid was instantly 
killed by the flying timbers, its body being 
terrib'y mangled. A young man living 
with the family was seriously and probably 
fatally wounded. The family retired about 
an hour before the storm appeared. No ether 
member of the family received any injuries. 
Every article of household goods was blown 
away, not even wearing apparel for the grief- 
stricked family being left. It is reported on 
good authority that an anvil in a blacksmith 


is reported. Three miles further off two other 
residences were completely blown away. One 
of them contained thirteen occupants, all of 
whom were more or less injured, but no one as 
yet has been reported fatally hurt. Great 
damage is reported to have been done to farm 
property generally. Owing to the high water it 
is impoesible to obtain accurate information as 
to the extent of the cyclone and the damage 
by it, but enough has been ascertained to

THE CHICAGO FRAUDS. 


The Stuffing ofthe Eighteenth Ward Ballot- 
OX. 

Cuicaco, January 13.—The best obtained 
information to-day shows that the testimony 
of James C. Mackin before the county grand 
jury, investigating the eighteenth ward elec- 
tion frauds yesterday, ¢created a great sensa- 
tion in the jury room. Mackin, it 
is said, swore that he never 
gave an order to 8. B. Wright or anyone else, 
in any shape or manner, for a republican 
ticket with the name of Brand, democrat, on 
it, or for any other kind ot a ticket after the 
election. He, however, did order, about the 
20th of November, a half letter notice fora 
meeting of the democratic central committee, 
of which he is secretary, and these notices 
were delivered to him about that time one eve- 
ning, by Wright, who came to hisroom. He 
never had had an interview with either of 
the Wrights after the United States grand ju- 
ry began its investigation, nor had he any 
talk with them about any ticket 
jn question. If they brought him 
any such ticket, he was not aware of it. The 
evening they came to the Palmer house,where 
witness resides, they brought a package which 
he presumed contained the meeting notices. 
He handed it to his secretary, James Watson, 
and gave the matter no furtherthought. The 
jury could find out from Watson what the 
package contained. He, Mackin, could, aiter 
an examination of his office, tell whether 
there was a package oftickets there. There 
might be forall he knew. Mackin recently 
refused to testify before the United States 
grand jury on the technical ground that he 
might criminate himself. An atfii- 
davit was also recently made by S. B. 
Wright, positively declaring that Mackin or- 
dered the bogus tickets, and that he, 8. B. 
Wright, and his brother had delivered them 
tohim. Mackin is under indictment in the 
United States. court for complicity in these 
frauds, the net resulé of which would have 
been, if successful, to break the present dead- 
lock between the democrats and the republi- 
cans in the state legislature.

| FORTY-FOUR CONVICTS. 


A BIG STEW IN PENITENTIARY 
CIRCLES, 


Governor McDaniel Gets Tired Fooling Witha Dis- 
tasteful Superintendent and Orders a Peniten- 
tiary Camp Abolished—Forty-Ffour Con- 
victs Transferred from Dougherty. 


This morning at nine o’clock Captain John 
W. Nelms, principal keeper of the penitentia- 
ry, and Colonel Towers, the assistant keeper, 
will come into the city by the Central railroad 
with forty-four convicts, — 

Back of this removal of striped fellows is a 
lively sensation. 

The readers of Tuk Constitution remember 
the state of aflairs at B, G. Lockett & Co’s 
camps last fall, that, resulted in an order by 
the governor for the disehargeof Mr. William 
Lockett, who was superintendent at the Chat- 
tahoochee camp. This action was taken be- 
cause of Mr. Lockett’s harsh treatment of con- 
victs. A few weeks later the legislative com- 
mittee on the penitentiary made a recommen- 
dation that Mr. Lockett not be allowed to boss 
any more convicts in Georgia. 

It seems that Mr. William Lockett on being 
discharged from the Chattahoochee camp 
went to the Dougherty county camp of his 
father and began the management of Colonel 
Ben Loekett’s camp there. Governer Mc- 
Daniel heard of the matter and ordered Mr. 
Lockett discharged from there, holding that 
he was nota suitable person to manage con- 
victs in Dougherty any more than in Fulton. 
After giving the lessees ample time and 
notice the governor seeing that Mr. 
Lockett: continued at the head of the 
camp, ordered the camps abolished and the 
convicts removed to the camps in Fulton 
county. The order was signed on the 10th, 
and Captain Nelms started at once for Dough- 
erty county. A telegram states that he .has 
started with the convicts and’ will be here at 
nine o’clock this morning. 

Governor McDaniel’s order. was not. given 
to the press until yesterday. It was as fol- 
lows: 

Whereas, In a letter from this department oi 
date October 17, 1884, addressed to Messrs. Bb. G. 
Lockett & Co., Atlanta, it was declared ‘‘that the 
general management of theconvicts at said camp, 
on the Chattaboochee river, sbould be placed in 
other bands than ir those of your present super- 
intendent, Mr. William Lockett;’’ and, whereas, in 
a letter from this department of date December 1, 
i884, addressed to B. G. Lockett, president of pen- 
itemtiary company No. 2, Atlanta, reference was 
made to the instructions in said first-mentioned 
letter, and to the fact that information had been re- 
ceived by the governor that the said William 
Lockett had been installed at the braneh camp olf 
said penitentiary company in Dougherty county 
in the same position from which he had been re- 
moved from the camp on the Chattahoochee river,

Ordered, that the principal keeper of the 
penitentiary be and he is hereby  in- 
structed and required to take possession of all the 
convicts at said branch camp oi penitentiary com- 
pany No. 2, in Dougherty county, and that he, 
with such assistants as may be required, proceed 
at once to remove said convicts to the headquar- 
ters camp of said company. on the Chattahoochee 
river, in Fulton county. 

It is further ordered that the convict camp of 
penitentiary company No, 2, in Dougherty county, 
be and the same is hereby abolished.
